More than 200 persons, both 
non-members and ladies, attended the 
gathering, which took place in the 
Chateau Laurier. 

In 1872 a Canadian 12-penny black 
stamp, dated 1851 had been the first 
to sell for more than $100, Mr. Sis- 
sons said. A good copy of it could 
now be sold for as much as $3,000.

W. H. BROUSE 





Å Scarce Cover formerly in the Brouse Collection. 


Probably very few present day col- 
lectors have ever heard of Wm. H. 
Brouse yet in the ’90’s he was the 
foremost collector in Canada and 
founded the Toronto Stamp Collect- 
ors’ Club in 1892. 


Mr. Brouse was born at Prescott, 
Ontario, in May, 1859, and was the 
son of Senator W. H. Brouse, M.D. 
In 1876 he commenced the study of 
law, was called to the Bar in 1882 
and became a member of the legal 
firm of Beatty, Blackstock & Co. 
Some years later he forsook law and 
formed the brokerage firm of Brouse, 
Mitchell & Co. 


Mr. Brouse started collecting post- 
age stamps when he was nine years 
old and unlike many other boys, 
seems to have maintained an intelli- 
gent interest in the pursuit all 
through his school days. He was a 
general collector until 1888 when he 
began concentrating his studies on 
the stamps of British North America. 
Mr. Brouse was the first to discover 
that the width of the Jacques Cartier 
stamp of 1855 and the 742d stamp 
of 1857 varied from ‘wide to nar- 
row’ and read a paper on this sub- 


ject before the Royal Philatelic So- 
ciety in 1894. For many years Gib- 
bons carried a note in their catalogue 
giving Mr. Brouse credit for this 
important finding. 

The years before the turn of the 
century were very prolific in stamp 
‘finds’ and Mr. Brouse had his share 
of them. He made the original find 
of a combination cover containing a 
12d black and 3d, and also got some 
marvellous pence issues from the 
pans of Toronto and Mank of Mont- 
real. 


The writer has in his possession a 
scrap-book containing photographs 
of the rarities in Mr. Brouse’s collec- 
tion, also notes on his purchases and 
sales. At one time he had five 12d’s 
(one on cover, as mentioned above), 
nine New Brunswick shillings and 
twelve Nova Scotia shillings, also 
numerous examples of New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia “splits” of 
which he was particularly fond. Mr. 
Brouse sold his first collection of 
B.N.A. stamps in 1895 for $15,000.00, 
the purchaser of the larger portion 
being F. W. Ayer, the celebrated col- 
lector of Bangor, Maine. It is in- 


aa 


teresting to note that even in those 
days the 12d blacks brought $500.00 
each and a pair $1,500.00. 

In addition to stamps Mr. Brouse 
had extensive collections of English 
china and oil paintings and was an 
authority on the early history of 
Ontario. Mr. Brouse died at To- 
ronto in 1925.

The stamp and I”

Arlington Ave., Brooklyn 7, N.Y. is 
the Secretary. 

Just who will endeavor to fill the 
shoes of the late Stanley Deaville, at 
the Canadian Philatelic Agency, is a 
moot question. I do not think it like- 
ly that the post will go to anyone in 
the Post Office Department. In fact 
I hear the P.M.G. is looking for 
suggestions. 

I suppose it is no harm now to say 
that articles under the name of Lewis 
Ravenscroft were written by the late 
Stanley Deaville, who liked to write, 
was a researcher of the first water, 
and as a silent critic on Canadiana 
articles, was without a peer. 

Have just been thinking that I 
would like to know the names of all 
Canadians writing stamp columns in 
Canadian newspapers.

Just the same I have known a lot 
of collectors who have gone broke— 
and most of them seem badly bent 
most of the time. Unusal too, since 
the larger American stamp mags 
constantly carry advertisments on 
how you can make money as a dealer 
or collector, the service costing any- 
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thing from Two Bits up. Of course 
if you really want to go for the 
business you can buy sucker lists for 
525.00 per hundred. Really select 
ones, that is. 

Do you want to get the picture of 
a living Canadian Prime Minister on 
a postage stamp. Well, Salvador’s 
Roosvelt issue of April 12th shows 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King to- 
gether with the late President Roos- 
velt and Winston Churchill in con- 
ference. Its about time we showed 
some of our honoured premiers of 
the past, now deceased, who have 
never appeared on our postal issues, 
altho we have shown fishing ships, 
wild animals, bridges, mountains 
and a lot of lesser political lights, 


If you do not write for a stamp 
paper because of lack of time my 
advice is for you to stay that way. 
Because if you want to put anything 
down aside from the merest plati- 
udes, it really takes time and study. 
You may ramble through a stamp 
article or column in five minutes or 
less but believe me it has probably 
taken the author hours no end to put 
the story together. I recently looked 
over an article appearing in “Popular 
Stamps” which had taken the writer 
several days to complete. Or take a 
look at Robert J. Duncan’s index to 
“Popular Stamps” (appearing in 
“B.N.A. Topics”). You can make a 
broad estimate on that one and then 
probably double it. Its lots of fun 
tho if you like it. 

A correspondent recently sent me a 
copy of the “Dominion Bazaar” of 
September, 1879, carrying the follow- 
ing advertisment: “WANTED—In- 
telligent, tractable little girl, about 
10 years of age, for our sheet and 
packet department, permanent, to 
raise preferred, would be taught 
French and German. Apply in own 
hand-writing in first instance, D.B., 
P.O. Box 998, Toronto, Ontario”. 

Shame on you, Toronto. 


We can’t read them, but we get 
them—Spanish, Austrian, France, 
etc., exchanges—yet on this side of 
the ocean we have a couple of well- 
known stamps publications that feel 
too important to recognize us with 
this courtesy. No its not Stamps, 
Mekeel’s, Linn’s Philatelic Gossip or 
a number of lesser lights—just a 
couple we don’t miss, anyway.

THE C.P.S. CONVENTION

Easily the most successful national 
convention of the Canadian Philatelic 
Society was held at the Kerby Hotel, 
Brantford, Ont., with an attendance 
of 200 persons, this being the first 
occasion on which the organization of 
1,181 members had conducted its 
annual assembly outside of Toronto 
in 20 years. In conjunction with the 
meeting a public exhibition and com- 
petition was staged in a municipal 
hall, the display proving highly popu- 
lar with a registered attendance of 
approximately 1,000 local enthusiasts. 

Other features included an auction 
which was conducted by Walter S. 
Bayley, president of the Toronto 
Stamp Collectors’ Club, a raffle and 
bourse, while the two-day proceed- 
ings were brought to a close with a 
rousing banquet. The association 
members also took part in a pilgri- 
mage to the nearby homestead of 
Alexander Graham Bell, the tele- 
phone inventor, for the formal pres- 
entationtation of a frame to the Bell 
Homestead Committee, consisting of 
two complete sheets of the 1947 
Canadian commemorative stamps for 
the centenary of the scientist’s birth 
as well as a number of appropriate 
first-day covers. The ceremony was 
attended by representatives of Par- 
liament, municipalities and the Bell 
Telephone Co., and officials of the 
Canadian Philatelic Society.

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About Plate Blocks

First of all, I should like to com- 
ment on “Plating the Canadian War 
Issue Stamps”, by Lt. Col. S:S: 
Weatherbie in the March issue of 
“Popular Stamps”. It seemed to me 
this was one of the most informative 
and valuable articles I had ever seen. 
I liked especially that masterpiece of 
understatement in which, referring 
to plate 2 of C7 and plate 5 of C8, 


he remarks: "These two plates are 
not common! I sincerely hope we 
shall be favoured by more artices 


like this. 


Mention of the War Issue reminds 
me that many plate block collectors 
started with it and do not at present 
collect previous emissions. I say “at 
present” advisedly, because it is my 
belief that eventually many of them 
will experience a change -of heart. 
The Royal Visit issue, for example 
offers many inducements to the plate 
block collector, and is for various 
reasons, in a class by itself. Perhaps 
the greatest authority on _ these 
stamps is Mr. A. K. Grimmer of 
Temiskaming, who wrote a most en- 
lightening article on them for *Pop- 
ular Stamps” about three years ago. 
Mr. Grimmer was good enough to 
send me a copy of this article, which 
I believe should be made available 
to the wider audience now served by 
the magazine. Accordingly I have 
suggested to Mr. McCready that it 
be reprinted. If you want to find out 
whether your Royal Visit plate blocks 
belong to the “Impossible” class, 
worth a hundred times more than the 
average, you might drop a line to 
him, and reinforce my request. 

A rather interesting illustration of 
the premium commanded by plate 
blocks as compared with ordinary 
blocks was recently brought to my 
attention-—the hard way. I had re- 
ceived a copy of the Toronto Stamp 
Collector’s Club Auction Catalogue, 
which listed, among other attractive 
items, the following lot: “1932 no. 
191a Die 1 built up pane of 4 mint 
blox with 4 positions of pl. no. 3 (16 
stamps) selvage all sides; VE: 
difficult to duplicate.” Calculating 
the value of the stamps, less plate 


numbers, at $1.60, I decided to put 
in a bid of $4.00 and be on (what I 
thought was) the safe side. Imagine 
my surprise to find the lot went for 
$4.25! It does illustrate the value of 
a plate number doesn’t it?

Many of the items 
are seen with white gum or distinctly 


yellow gum.
